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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  report  for 
the  year  1951,  and  including  as  an  appendix  a  report  on  the 
Local  Health  Authority's  services  in  the  West  Riding  County 
Council's  No.l.  Health  Division  which  covers  the  urban  districts 
of  Silsden,  Earby,  Barnoldswick  and  Skipton,  and  the  Skipton 
Rural  District. 

The  Sections  of  the  report  dealing  with  housing, 
factories,  environmental  hygiene,  and  the  supervision  of  food 
hove  been  compiled  by  the  chief  sanitary  inspector  to  whom  my 
thanks  aro  duo  not  only  for  this,  but  for  his  close  co-operation 
end  cssistcnco  throughout  thoyoor. 

It  is,  of  course,  but  c  brief  cccount  of  the  work 
performed  by  the  department,  for  the  preventive  health  services 
gonorclly  work  xmobtrusivoly  and  smoothly,  end  their  effectiveness 
is  marked  only  by  the  absence  of  cases  and  deaths  from  disease, 
which  have  no  news  value  or  popular  appeal.  Because  this  work 
is  unspectacular  and  goes  on  unpublicisod,  there  is,  at  present, 
a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  nation  to  forget  what  it  owes  to 
the  preventive  health  services  which,  for  many  decades,  have 
boon  responsible  for  the  saving  of  an  infinity  of  human  life  and 
suffering.  And  although  there  has  been  no  serious  epidemic 
disease  in  the  district  during  the  year,  and  the  record  of  vital 
statistics  may  bo  regarded  as  satisfactory,  it  should  not  bo 
forgotten  that  the  barriers  between  health  and  illness  arc  slender 
and  are  only  maintained  by  continuous  and  close  attention  to  a 
multitude  of  f(.ctors  which  f  ro  related  in  one  way  or  another  to 
the  health  of  the  public. 

In  concluding  this  introduction,  I  should  like  to  place 
on  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members,  the  Clerk  and 
other  officials,  and  the  staff  of  the  department  for  their 
kindness  and  courteous 'assistance  at  all  times..

CO’MEmim  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


BIRTHS i 

The  birth  rate  of  14.7  shows  an  increase  when  compared  with  the 
figure  of  12,8  in  1950,  but  it  is  lower  that  that  of  the  two  proceeding 
years.  The  figures  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  continue  to  show 
a  progressive  decline  being  15.5  in  1951,  compared  with  15,8,  16,7 
and  17,9  in  the  three  preceding  years, 

DEATHS: 

The  crude  death  rate  was  13,9  compered  with  14,8  end  11,2  in 
1949  and  1950  respectively,  and  with  a  rote  of  12,5  for  England 
and  Woles,  The  corrected  death  rate,  obtained  by  using  the  area 
comparability  factor  was  12,7,  This  factor  is  now  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General  and  permits  a  comparison  to  bo  mode  between 
populations  which  vary  in  their  constitution  according  to  ago  and 
sox,  and  in  which  birth  and  death  rates  are  not  otherwise  strictly 
comparable. 

The  causes  of  death  in  order  of  numerical  importance  weret- 

Heart  diseases 

Vascular  diseases  of  the  nervous  system 
Cancer 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY; 

This  is  the  death  rate  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  and  was 
20.6  for  the  district,  compared  with  29.6  for  England  and  Wales, 

IvNiTERNAL  MORTiJ^ITY; 

There  were  again  no  deaths  from  puerperal  sepsis  or  other 
maternal  causes.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0,79  compared 
with  0,86  and  0,98  in  the  two  preceding  years. 


Whilst  the  vital  statistics  for  the  district  compare  favourably 
with  the  national  figures,  and  the  incidence  of  disease  is  certainly  no 
higher  then  in  the  country  generally,  there  ore  still  no  grounds  for 
oomploconcy  whon  80,000  people  ore  dying  of  cancer  every  year,  a  largo 
number  of  whom  could  bo  saved  by  corlior  diagnosis j  whon  there  arc  in 
England  and  Wales,  800  new  coses  of  tuberculosis  and  400  deaths  each 
week  from  who.t  is  a  prcventablo  disco  so  j  when  one  third  of  oil  sickness 
in  the  populotion  is  mainly  cousod  by  mental  ill  health;  and  whon 
15,000  people  arc  dying  or, ch  yoor  from  accidents,  and  a  far  larger 
number  are  injured. 


Furthermore,  as  the  average  life  span  is  novi  close  to  three 
score  years  end  ten,  our  failure  to  deal  effectively  with  such 
diseases  as  rheumatism  and  rheumatic  fever,  atherosclerosis, 
hypertension,  and  gastric  and  duodenal  ulceration  has  become  more 
obvious. 


SECTION  B 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


1.  GENERAL: 


The  home  nursing,  midwifery,  health  visiting,  ambulance, 
home  help,  end  mental  health  services  are  provided  by  the  County 
C-ouncil  and  dealt  with  in  the  Appendix.  Reference  will  also  be 
found  there  to  staffing  and  clinic  arrangements,  vcccinotion  end 
immunisrtion,  the  prevention  of  illness,  end  the  school  health 
service, 

2.  LABORATORY  SERVICES: 

Tho  Modicnl  Research  Council’s  laboratories  in  Wakefield 
and  Brodford  are  available  for  tho  examination  of  water,  milk, 
ico-orocm  end  a  voriety  of  pathological  specimens.  They  provide 
an  oxoellent  service  ond  the  rdvi  o  and  assistance  of  tho 
directors  is  greotly  appreciated, 

3.  HOSPITAL  SERVICES; 

There  have  been  no  major  alterations  in  tho  general 
arrangements  during  the  year,  and  the  improved  ronge  of  consultant 
services  which  is  now  available  locally  is  appreciated,  In-potiont 
accommodation  for  acute  illness  is  usually  available,  but  there 
is  often  delay  in  admitting  the  oged  and  the  chronic  sick, 
particularly  female  patients.  More  maternity  c ccommodotion  is 
now  available  than  ever  before,  end  there  has  been  no  difficulty 
in  securing  accommodation  for  cases  of  infectious  disocso, 

4.  BLIND  PERSONS; 


There  ore  40  blind  persons  registered  in  the  district,  12 
being  in  hospitol.  Supervision  is  given  by  the  Blind  Persons  Toocher 
employed  by  tho  County  Council  ond  specialist  examinotions  are 
carried  out  periodically  by  on  ophthalmologist. 


5,  YtfATER  SUPPLIES-. 


T'hc  Water  undertaking  is  controlled  by  the  Council,  and  is 
supervised  by  the  Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer,  In  addition  to 
supplying  the  needs  of  the  urban  district  a  bulk  supply  agreement 
is  in  operation  with  the  Skipton  Rural  District  Council  to  supply 
Embsay  village,  Halton  East  and  Dreughton,  end  arrangements  for 
further  bulk  supplies  to  that  authority  ere  proceoding.  The 
reservoir  is  situated  at  the  foot  of  Embsay  Moor,  and  has  a, 
capacity  of  175,426,500  gallons,  and  a  top  water  level  of  700  feet 
above  ordnance  datum.  The  area  of  the  gathering  ground  is  663  acres, 
the  depth  of  the  reservoir  56  feet,  and  the  water  area  26-|-  acres. 

The  water  is  conveyed  to  the  town  by  a  12  inch  trunk  main, 
and  the  average  daily  consumption  is  approximately  656,000  gallons, 
and  in  Embsay  village  35,000  gallons* 

A  filtration  plant  is  installed  consisting  of  eight  Candy 
pressure  filters,  together  with  an  appfiratus  for  injecting  sulphate 
of  alumina  and  hydrate  of  limo.  During  the  War  a  chlorination  plant 
was  instclledi  but  this  temporary  plant  will  shortly  bo  replaced 
by  modern  Wallace  and  Tiornan  plant  capable  of  giving  either  marginal 
or  break-point  chlorination.  Delivery  and  installation  are  expected 
in  July  1952, 

The  supply  is  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district,  and 
the  reservoir  storage  capacity  is  equal  to  265  days  supply.  During 
the  year  the  smallest  qurntity  in  reserve  was  231  days  supply.

It  has  not  been  neoessery  to  take  any  action  in  respect  of 
contamination  during  the  year. 


6,  SWIIvMING  BATHS: 


The  covered  bath  end  open-air  pool  have  been  available,  the 
latter  for  only  a  limited  period  during  the  summer.  Although  the 
covered  bath  has  no  chlorination  plant,  regular  treatment  -with 
Chloros  and  frequent  testing  has  generally  shown  a  satisfactory  water 
when  examined  becteriologically. 

The  open-air  bath  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  as  it 
becomes  polluted  with  dust  and  mud  from  the  floor,  hos  no  filtrotion 
plant,  and  attempts  ct  chlorinotion  are  nullified  by  an  inadoquote 
flow  through  the  pool  and  any  sort  of  effective  mixing  system. 

The  provision  of  a  modern  swimming  bath  would  be  a  greet 
asset  to  the  town  end  the  district,  but  it  will  now  have  to  toko  its 
place  in  the  building  priorities  scheme, 

7.  SE7ffERA.GE,  DRAIHAC-E  AM)  SEliYAGE  DISPOSAL; 

The  town  is  provided  with  almost  c  complete  system  of  sewerage 
There  was  an  extension  of  the  sewers  on  the  Horse  Close  Estate  where 
the  construction  of  Council  houses  is  in  progress.  The  length  of 
now  surface  water  sewers  constructed  was  100  yards  of  12”  stoneware 
pipes. 


The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Council’s  Surveyor,  The  methods  of  trootment  were  satisfactory, 
and  there  wore  no  comploints  of  pollution. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  responsible  for  the  supervision 
of  drainage  work,  except  when  the  work  is  submitted  on  a  building 
plan.  The  Council' s  Surveyor  is  then  responsible  for  the  supervision 

376  visits  were  made  to  promises  whore  drainage  work  was  in 
progress. 

Closet  Accommodot ion; 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  town  is  on  the  water-carriage 
system.  The  only  pail  closots  in  the  district  arc  situated  on 
outlying  forms  and  on  fivo  properties  in  the  built  up  area, 

Thu  five  pail  closets  in  the  built  up  area  ore  inconvertible 
bocouso  they  are"  situated  below  the  level  of  the  sower.  The 
improvements  included  the  construction  of  46  additional  water-closets 
end.  the  roplocomont  of  22  hopper  typo  water-closets  by  pedestal  typo 
wotor-closots. 


The  approximate  number  of  sanitary  conveniences  in  the 
district  is  6,146  fresh  water-closets,  8  waste  water-closets, 

5  pail  closets* 

8.  RIVERS  Mm  STREAMS: 

The  V/est  Riding  Rivers  Board  is  the  supervisory 
authority.  The  sanitary  inspectors  observed  no  instances  of 
pollution,  and  no  complaints  were  received  by  the  dopertmont, 

9.  FOOD  HYGIENE: 

This  is  Q  matter  which  still  requires  a  great  deal  of 
attention;  for  although  there  was  only  one  small  outbreak  of 
food  poisoning  in  the  district  during  the  year,  the  number  of 
incidents  reported  in  England  and  V/ales  in  1950  shows  a  further 
increase.  This  riso  in  incidence  of  what  is  an  entirely 
preventable  disease  can  only  bo  chockod  by  higher  standards  of 
food  preparation  and  preservation. 

The  majority  of  outbreaks  wore  due  to  moat  dishes  ' 
usually  ossociatod  with  processed  or  made-up  meat  in  the  form 
of  pies,  stews,  sausage  moat,  brawn,  pressed  beef,  rehoatod 
meat  and  rissoles.  Others  were  duo  to  infested  trifles,  ico- 
creom,  custard,  cream  buns  and  other  foods  of  a  like  kind. 

Duck  eggs  also  continue  to  be  a  source  of  infection. 

The  following  abstract  from  a  "Bulletin  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Loboratory  Services"- 
provides  an  admirable  summary  of  the  present  position* 

"Prevention  of  food  poisoning  due  to  contamination  of 
this  kind  of  food  is  not  priraarily  a  bacteriological  problem. 

If  moat  dishes  wore  eaten  as  soon  as  they  wore  cooked,  the 
incidence  of  food  poisoning  would  bo  greatly  reduced.  Those 
who  are  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  food,  especially 
mort,  for  consumption  by  the  public  should  know  that,  when 
food  is  oaten  as  soon  ns  it  is  prepared,  not  only  is  the  risk 
of  food  poisoning  reduced  but  the  food  is  of  superior  flavour 
and  palatability. 

It  is  for  the  entering  trade  to  realise  thoir 
responsibilities  in  this  matter  and  to  devise  methods  for  the 
preparation  of  food  in  largo  quantity.  Food  prepared  one  or  two 
days  before  it  is  to  bo  oaten,  allowed  to  cool  slowly  -  often  in 
a  warm  kitchen  -  and  then  reheated  slowly  to  a  moderate 
tomporoture  well  below  100°C  before  it  is  served  is  potentially 
dangerous  to  the  consumer.  If  it  is  impossible  for  meals  in 


CLnteons  ond  rosteiurants  to  bo  prepcrod  ond  ecten  ■within  c  fo'w  hours, 
then  epptratus  for  tho  rapid  cooling  of  the  food  end  refrigeration 
at  4°C  until  it  is  to  bo  rohoctod  must  bo  brought  into  general  use.  ' 
ViTlaon  such  food  is  rohoatod  it  must  bo  brought  to  boiling  point  boforo 
it  is  served* 

Food  poisoning  is  not  only  tho  result  of  unsatisfactory  methods 
of  preporation.  Much  of  it  is  due  to  a  disregard  of  olomontcry 
personal  hygiene*  Staphylococcal  outbreaks  almost  aliways  result  from 
contomination  of  the  food  by  the  food  handlers.  As  in  previous 
years  in  a  number  of  outbreaks  tho  epidemic  phage  type  of 
Staphylococcus  aureus  has  boon  found  on  the  hands,  in  tho  nose, 
or  in  boils  or  abrasions  on  the  face,  hands,  or  foroorms  of  tho 
food  handlers. 

It  is  clear  that  until  food  handlers  ore  educated  in  personal 
hygiene,  outbreaks  "will  continue  to  occur.  Hot  ■wator,  soop  and 
to'wols  in  kitchens  and  food  preparation  rooms,  ond  tho  frequent  use 
of  them  by  tho  food  handlers  during  the  course  of  their  work  would  make 
a  greet  and  immediate  contribution  to  tho  solution  of  the  problem”. 

SECTION  C. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

1.  DIPHTHERIA: 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  another  year  without  a 
single  case  of  this  disease,  and  interesting  to  compare  it  with 
the  figures  for  1901  when  there  were  48  cases  in  the  district 
between  June  and  September  of  that  year, 

2*  SCARLET  FEVER; 

7  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  the  majority  in  the 
late  autumn.  All  wore  mild  and  scarlet  fever  is  no  longer  a  serious 
disease*  Whether  a  reversion  to  tho  severe  type  which  prevailed 
earlier  in  tho  century  will  ultimately  occur  is  not  known,  but  so 
far  there  is  no  evidence  that  it  is  likely  to  do  so, 

3.  VlTHOOPING  COUGH; 

21  cases  were  notified  comporod  with  35  in  1950,  Thoro 
were  no  deaths  although  whooping  cough  is  now  one  of  tho  more 
serious  infections  of  childhood. 

4.  MEASLES; 

There  were  84  cases  during  the' yocr  comporod  with  142  in 
1950,  with  maximum  prevalence  in  tho  eorly  summer. 


5.  DYSENTEilY: 


62  oases  were  notified,  the  great  majority  in  April  and 
May,  They  were  mostly  of  a  mild  but  very  infectious  type,  and 
occurred  chiefly  amongst  the  children  attending  an  infants  school 
and  their  relatives.  The  incidence  of  this  type  (Sonne  dysentery) 
has  again  been  high  in  many  parts  of  the  country, 

6,  PUSRPErA.L  PYREXIAi 

2  cases  were  notified  following  confinement  in  hospital. 
Both  mode  satisfactory  recoveries, 

7,  PQLIO^tYELITIS; 

1  cose,  paralytic  in  type,  occurred.  The  inoidonce  of  this 
disease  was  much  lower  throughout  the  country  generally  than  in 
the  preceding  year, 

8,  PNEUMONIA: 

8  notifications  were  received,  5  in  February, 

9,  FOOD  POISONING: 

2  notifications  wore  received.  Information  about  7  other 
coses  came  to  hand  in  othor  ways,  Rofcronco  is  made  to  this 
subject  olsowhoro  in  the  report, 

10,  TUBERCULOSIS: 


Thoro  were  9  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during 
the  year,  and  4  of  non-pulmonary  disease. 

There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis  giving  a  death  rate 
of  ,075  compared  with  0,31  for  England  and  Wales,  and  with  a  rate 
of  ,216  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  arrangements  for  admission  of  cases  to  hospital  appear 
to  be  more  satisfactory  than  those  existing  in  many  other  parts 
of  the  country,  and  there  has  been  some  small  improvement  in  the 
provision  of  accommodation  for  advanced  cases, 

B.C,G.  Vaccine;  imported  from  Denmark  for  raising  the  immunity  of 
individuals  especially  susceptible  or  exposed  to  the  risks  of 
infection,  has  been  available  during  the  year,  and  given  by 
arrangement  with  the  Chest  Physician  when  considered  advisable. 


The  Mass  Radiography  Unit;  for  the  detection  of  early  or  symptomless 
cases  of  tuberculosis  visited  the  Craven  Division  in  the  summer  and 
operated  in  five  towns.  It  is  difficult  for  administrative  reasons 
to  give  figures  on  a  strictly  local  basis,  but  the  following  total 
figures  give  an  idea  of  the  response  to  the  invitations  and 
advortisomonts  displayed,  and  bearing  in  mind  that  tho  population  of 
the  Division  is  under  60,000;-

Tho  findings  in  respect  of  cases  of  active  tuberculosis 
compare  very  favourably  with  those  from  other  parts  of  the  Leeds 
Region,  being  2,77  cases  per  thousand  examinations  compered  with 
an  average  figure  of  5  per  thousand, 

11.  VENEREAL  DISEASES; 

Notification  of  these  diseases  is  not  mode  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  but  the  County  Veneroalogist  has  been  able  to 
provide  certain  figures.  During  the  year  there  wore  eleven  cases 
attending  special  treatment  centres,  but  in  only  four  cases  was 
the  diagnosis  confirmed. 

Facilities  for  diagnosis  are  available  at  the  Keighley, 
Leeds  and  Bradford  hospitals,  and  certain  medical  practitioners 
in  the  district  provide  a  modified  service,  Tho  County  Council 
employs  a  social  worker  to  follow  up  cases  and  contacts  when 
required.

OUTWORI^ERS: 


Twonty-two  inspections  woro  mode  of  ulovcn  registered  premises. 
Ten  of  the  outworkers  wore  engaged  in  work  associated  with  textile 
weaving,  end  one  outworker  with  glove  making.  The  premises  were 
found  to  be  clean  and  satisfactory  for  the  purpose, 

WORKPLACES; 


Sixty-eight  inspections  were  made  of  these  premises.  Four  work¬ 
places  were  found  to  have  unsuitable  or  defective  sanitary  conven¬ 
iences,  and  one  workplace  insufficient  sanitary  accommodation.  These 
defects  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  occupiers  of  the  premises, 
and  the  requirements  wore  complied  with.  At  the  other  promises 
inspectod  conditions  wore  found  to  bo  satisfactory, 

RODENT  COMROL; 

Two  hundred  end  eight  visits  wore  made  to  promises  infested  with 
rets  and  mice. 

Under  tho  provisions  of  Section  6  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act,  1949,  tho  department  arranged  for  the  treatment  of  68 
poultry  runs  and  109  allotments,  which  were  infested  with  rats  and 
mice.  The  expenses  incurred  woro  recovered  from  tho  several 
occupiers. 


Notices  under  the  provisions  of  Section  4  of  the  Act  were  served  upon 
fifty  of  the  occupiers  of  the  lend,  to  carry  out  structural  alterations 
to  buildings,  end  remove  accumuletions  of  debris.  The  land  end 
buildings  were  treated  twice,  and.  on  post-baiting  efter  the  second 
treatment, no-takes  were  recorded. 

The  Council's  refuse  tip  end  sewage  works,  were  treated,  on  two 
occasions.  In  both  coses  sausage  rusk  was  used  as  a  pre-bait,  and 
scusQgo  rusk  and.  zinc  phosphide  os  poison-bcit.  The  results  of  the 
treatments  were  sotisfactory,  and  the  infestations  wore  only  of  a 
minor  choroctor.  The  Council’s  sowers  wore  test  britod.  and  tho  results 
woro  nogc.tivo.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES i 

There  ere  three  premises  on  the  register  vizj  one  tripe  boiler, 
one  gut  scraper,  and.  e  rag  and  bone  dealer. 

The  tripe  boiling  end  gut  scraping  establishments  are  at  the 
Council's  slaughterhouses,  and  are  under  daily  supervision. 

The  rag  and  bone  dealer’ s  premises  were  found,  to  be  clean,  end 
well  conducted. 

SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS; 

Thirty-seven  observations  were  made  of  the  smoke  emitted  from  the 
twelve  factory  chimneys  in  the  area.  During  tho  observations  the 
bye-laws  woro  contravened  on  one  occasion.  On  completion  of  tho 
observation  the  plant  was  inspected,  and  tho  contravention  was 
confirmed  in  writing.  Subsequent  observations  of  tho  chimney 
showed  no  recurrence  of  the  nuisance. 

On  other  occasions,  when  it  was  observed  that  black  smoko  was 
being  emitted  in  excess,  the  cause  of  the  nuisance  was  investigated. 

MOVABLE  DYtfELLINGS; 

Und.cr  tho  provisions  of  Section  269  of  tho  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
one  licence  was  granted  to  tho  occupier  of  land  to  station  one  movable 
dwelling.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  further  applicotion  was 
received,  and  it  wrs  decided  to  grant  a  licence  to  tho  applicant  when 
he  had  provided  adequate  sanitary  accommodation  and  water  supply. 


The  only  other  dwellings  of  this  type  were  those  occupied  by 
it inerents. 

PLACES  OF  PUBLIC  EI^JTERTAimffiNT : 

There  ere  forty  premises  on  the  register,  to  which  59  visits  were 
made. 

Considerable  improvement  was  achieved  in  the  standard  of  sanitary 
accommodation  in  public  houses.  At  four  premises  new  sanitary 
conveniences  were  constructed,  and  at  four  others  the  sanitary  con¬ 
veniences  were  reconditioned. 

There  are  now  only  three  public  houses  where  the  sanitary 
accommodation  is  unsatisfactory.  The  construction  of  new 
convonioncos  is  in  progress  at  two  of  those  premises,  and  at 
another  public  house  it  is  intended  that  the  work  should  be 
comracnood  in  the  now  yoor. 

The  conveniences  inspected  at  the  other  pit  cos  of  public 
entertainment  were  found  to  bo  clean  end  satisfactory, 

SCHOOLS! 

There  are  two  grammar  schools,  one  private  school,  one  art 
school  end  tcchniccl  institute,  one  county  secondary  school,  two 
primary,  end  throe  junior  end  infants  depertments  in  the  district. 

Fifteen  inspections  were  made  of  the  sanitary  convonioncos. 

Although  there  he s  been  a  general  improvement  in  the  standard  of 
clornliness,  in  some  instances  it  could  not  be  considered  suffici¬ 
ently  high  to  leave  any  impression  upon  r  child's  mind  or  to 
safeguerd.  it's  health, 

FILTHY  OR  VERidINQUS  PREMISES: 

Two  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed.  bugs,  and  these 
were  treated  under  the  supervision  of  the  department.  An  insecticide 
containing  5^  D.D.T.  was  used  with  successful  results, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  is 
carried  out  by  Council  employees  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector, 

Three  Karrier  Bantam  motor  vehicles,  each  of  7  cubic  yards 
capacity,  with  trailers  attached,  are  in  regular  use.  The  district 
is  divided  into  throe  collection  aroos,  A  teem  consisting  of 
one  driver  ond  two  loaders,  is  allocated  to  eoch  district. 


The  drivers  ect  es  chergehends  end  assist  in  loading.  One  workmen  is 
employed  es  tip  ettendent,  and  two  others  ere  engeged  on  peper  beling, 
essisting  on  refuse  oollections  end  meintenence  work  on  the  vehicles. 

A  fourth  vehicle  is  reteined  for  use  during  the  time  the  regular 
vehicles  are  being  serviced.  This  method  ensures  that  there  is  no  loss 
of  time  in  collections,  and  has  been  o  moons  of  reducing  the  cost  of 
repairs. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  the  replacement  of  oshpits  by 
dustbins.  In  1950,  with  a  view  to  reducing  expenditure  and 
expediting  the  collection  of  refuse,  the  Council  decided  to  provide, 
dustbins  without  chfirgo,  to  properties  whore  owners  were  willing  to 
demolish,  seal  up  the  openings  in  the  ashpits,  or  convert  them  to 
some  other  use.  During  the  year  824  dustbins  wore  provided  under  the 
scheme.  After  the  substitution  of  ashpits  by  dustbins  it  was  possible 
to  maintain  a  7  to  8  days  collection. 

The  refuse  accommodation  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  7  ashpits  and 
4,833  dustbins. 

Refuse  is  tipped  by  controlled  methods  on  low  lying  land,  situated 
off  Ings  Lone,  Tipping  on  a  site  in  the  Short bank  Road  area  wos 
discontinued.  On  completion  the  tipped  ores  was  finally  levelled  with 
a  bulldozer, 

SALVAGE; 

The  monthly  everoge  weight  of  waste  paper  sold,  per  thousand  of  the 
population  was  1,236  tons,  compared  with  1  ton  in  the  year  1950. 

The  results  are  most  gratifying  when  it  is  taken  into  consideration 
that  most  of  the  waste  paper  from  industrial  premises  is  disposed 
of  privately.  Further,  since  the  increase  in  price  of  baled  waste 
paper  a.  number  of  organisations  have  boon  making  collections. 

Since  June,  1947,  the  workmen  have  received  a  bonus  based  on  a 
quarter  of  the  gross  income  in  excess  of  £275  per  half-year.  This 
incentive  has  proved  most  valuable,  insomuch  as  it  has  been  the 
means  of  attracting  a  better  type  of  labour,  in  addition  to  the 
increased  revenue  to  the  Council,  During  the  year,  a  sum  of 
£619.  2s,  5d.  was  paid  to  the  workmen  in  bonus. 

In  September,  an  electrically  operated  Hindle  Junior  Twinreok 
paper  press  was  purchased  to  replace  a  hand  operated  press, 

A  pig-keeper  collects  kitchen  waste  from  domestic  and  business 
premises.  There  are  280  bins  in  use  for  the  purpose.  The  pig- 
keeper  is  responsible  for  ell  expenses  incurred  in  the  collection 
end  provision  of  bins  etc.,  end  also  poys  to  the  Council  the  sum  of 
£50  annually  for  the  privilege.  Since  Jonuary,  1939,  c  gross  income 
of  £9,637  has  boon  received  from  the  sale  of  salvage.  The  following 
graph  shows  the  progress  mode:

HOUSING 


The  department  wcs  successful  in  dealing  with  a  large  amount  of 
work  of  an  urgent  character,  but  it  was  not  possible  to  carry  out 
demolition  or  any  large  scale  reconditioning  of  houses.  Arrangements 
were  mode  with  two  owners  not  to  re-let  two  unfit  houses  when  they 
were  vacated. 

The  housing  position  bocame  more  difficult  because  of  the  lack  of 
speed  in  the  construction  of  new  dwellings,  shortage  of  materials 
and  skilled  labour,  and  the  progressive  rising  costs.  Although  every 
effert  was  made  by  the  Council  to  speed  up  the  building  of  now 
houses,  only  seventeen  of  the  two  bodroomed  type  were  completed 
during  the  year,  Yifith  the  solo  purpose  of  speeding  up  the  provision 
of  housing  accommodation  the  Council  docidod  to  ask  the  Ministry 
for  permission  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  84  Airoy  flats. 

Two  hundred  and  thirteen  Council  houses  have  been  completed 
since  the  War,  and  the  total  number  is  now  791, 


Three  hundred  and  seventeen  visits  -were  made  for  the  purpose  of 
checking  housing  applications,  assessing  overcrowding  and  reporting 
upon  the  fitness  of  the  accommodation  of  applicants. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  housing  list  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  164  families  without  separate  homes,  125  families  with 
separate  homes,  and  84  aged  persons  requiring  bungalows,

After  the  revocation  of  a  licence  in  1949,  a,  nevt  licence  "was 
granted  in  January,  1951,  to  a  local  dairy  company,  authorising 
them  to  use  the  designation  'tuberculin  tested'  in  relation  to 
milk  received  in  bulk,  and  bottled  by  the  company.  To  comply 
■with  the  Council's  requirements,  the  dairy  premises  were 
enlarged  and  additional  plant  provided.  Since  the  issue  of  a 
licence,  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  premises  and  the 
handling  of  milk  has  been  satisfactory*  The  dairy  receives 
approximately  1,100  gallons  of  milk  daily.  Four  hundred  gallons 
are  tuberculin  tested,  and  the  remainder  ungraded  milk.  The 
tuberculin  tested  milk  is  heat  treated,  and  bottled.  The 
ungraded  milk  is  heat  treated  and  bottled  or  sold  in  churns. 

Arrangements  arc  made  for  five  of  the  milk  distributors  to 
"have  their  milk  churns  etc,,  cleansed  at  the  dairy.  The  other 
distributors,  except  one,  cleanse  their  churns,  hand  cans,  etc,, 
at  the  farms  where  the  milk  is  produced.  One  distributor 
carries  out  the  cleansing  in  a  building  at  the  rear  of  his  house. 

Covered  vehicles  ere  used  for  the  delivery  of  milk,  and  the 
bulk  of  the  supply  to  houses  is  now  bottled.  In  the  very  near 
future,  it  is  hoped  that  arrangements  con  bo  mode  for  all  the 
milk  to  be  delivered  in  bottles.  Most  of  the  distributors  in 
the  area  prefer  to  deliver  bottled  milk,  but  continually 
complain  of  the  number  of  dirty  and  crocked  bottles  returned  to 
them.

The  sloughtering  of  onimals  end  the  hcndling  of  imported  meet  for 
the  Skipton,  Bernoldswick,  end  Earby  Urban  and  Skipton  Rural 
districts  are  carried  out  et  the  Council’s  slaughterhouses. 

The  Council  considered  the  advisability  of  modernising  the 
slaughterhouse  buildings  and.  equipment.  The  Ministry  of  Food 
agreed  to  the  suggestions  in  principle,  and  is  now  giving 
further  consideration  to  the  scheme. 

A  new  insulated  meat  delivery  van  was  provided  for  the  conveyance 
of  meat  to  the  retail  shops.  Improvement  has  already  been 
observed  in  the  condition  of  meat  received  by  the  butchers.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANPIALS  ACT,  1935  -  1951 


The  number  of  licences  issued  to  slaughtermen  was  forty. 

All  animals  are  stunned  by  a  mechanically  operated  instrument.  The 
Slaughteriiig  Contractors  appointed  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  carry 
out  the  stunning  of  all  animals  excluding  sheep.  The  Council's 
slaughterhouse  attendant  stuns  sheep  with  on  electrically  operated 
instrument. 


There  were  no  instances  of  cruelty  observed  during  the  year, 
RETAIL  MEAT  SHOPS  AND  STALLS 


There  are  fifteen  butchers'  shops  and  one  movable  structure 
from  which  meat  is  sold. 


The  general  standard  of  the  shops  was  found  to  be  good  and  the 
cleanliness  satisfactory.  The  movable  structure  is  constructed 
of  -wood,  and  has  glass  and  wood  panels  at  the  front,  and  is  kept 
in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

At  the  request  of  the  department  adequate  washing  facilities 
were  provided  in  five  shops.

There  has  been  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  of  all  food  premises,  but  there  is  still  a  large 
amount  of  work  to  be  done  in  the  training  and.  education  of  the 
personnel  engaged  in  food  establishments,  A  large  number  of 
food  handlers  still  fail  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  the 
practice  of  personal  hygiene  in  the  prevention  of  food,  poisoning. 

Too  little  use  is  made  of  the  washing  facilities  provided. 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  restaurant  and 
hotel  kitchens  was  found  to  be  good.  Most  of  the  occupiers  of  those 
premises  appreciate  tho  importance  of  making  full  use  of 
refrigerators  for  the  storage  of  food,  and  tho  consumption  of 
food  on  the  day  of  its  preparation,  .. 


The  greatest  difficulty  is  experienced  in  the  training  of  hotel 
kitchen  end  restaurant  kitchen  staffs,  because  of  the  employment 
of  casual  labour  and  the  number  of  changes  in  staff. 

The  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  of  cooked  meats,  baking 
of  bread  and  confectionery,  and  fish-frying  are  now  showing  the 
results  of  supervision  over  a  long  period. 

Since  the  adoption  of  byelaws  undur  section  15  of  the  Act,  much 
more  oaro  is  taken  in  the  protection  of  food  from  oontominction 
in  retail  shops,  by  displaying  it  under  gloss  counters  and  in 
cabinets. 

Food,  excluding  fruit  and  vegetables,  sold  from  stalls,  mobile 
canteens  otc,,  is  now  adequately  protected  by  glass  and  perspex 
screens.  There  has  also  boon  on  improvement  in  the  disploy  of 
fruit  end  vogotoblos  on  stalls.  The  soft  fruits  are  kept  under 
cover  and  vegotcblos  are  placed  at  a  sufficient  height  from  the 
ground  so  as  not  to  bo  contaminated  by  dogs, 

Particulor  ottention  wos  given  to  the  way  in  which  food  was 
handled  on  fairgrounds  and  gala  fields.  The  Health  Committee 
recommended  the  Council  to  make  it  a  condition  of  letting  land 
for  galas  and  foirs,  that  no  food,  including  candy  floss  and 
ice-creom,  should  be  sold  on  fairgrounds, 

Vi/ith  the  aid  of  filmstrips  produced  by  the  Centre  I  Council 
for  Health  Education,  a  number  of  lectures  were  given. 
Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  encouraging  a 
satisfactory  attendance  at  the  lectures.  There  is  no  doubt, 
that  to  attain  the  desired  standard  in  personal  hygiene,  results 
can  only  be  achieved  over  a  long  period.  There  is  need  for 
more  public  health  propaganda,  and  the  introduction  of  the 
subject  in  a  much  wider  form  in  the  school  curriculiam.  This 
would  encourage  the  general  public  to  be  more  hygiene  conscious, 
and  give  the  child  an  early  appreciation  of  the  important 
principles  in  promoting  better  health, 

A  number  of  mootings  of  the  Hygienic  Food  Traders’  Guild 
Committee  were  held  during  the  year.  Discussions  took  place  on 
how  improvements  in  the  handling  of  food  could  be  achieved# 

Forty  traders  made  application  to  become  members  of  the  Guild 
by  undertaking  to  comply  with  the  standards  laid  down  in  the 
Codes  of  Practice,  Eleven  traders  were  accepted  and  certificates 
wore  granted  for  display  in  their  shops.

{0  Registrar  General’s  Prelircinarv  Report  on  the  1951  Census^. 

This  gives  a  nixed  urban  and  rural  connunity  with  a  diversity  of 
trades  and  occupations.  Social  conditions  have  changed  little  during  the  year, 
and  there  was  full  enployncnt  until  the  end  of  the  sumner .  Thereafter,  the 
textile  industry  experienced  a  shortage  of  orders,  and  although  the  nunbers 
were  not  large,  there  v/as  nore  unenploynent  than  for  the  past  few  years. 


Although  progi-ess  ha.s  been  cade  in  all  districts  during  the  year, 
the  general  housing  position  renains  unsatisfactory.  li/Iany  fanilies  are  still 
compelled  to  live  in  overcrowded  dwellings,  or  what  is  worse,  to  share  their 
house  and  its  essential  acenities  v/ith  another  fanily.  The  ill  effects  which 
result  are  both  physical  and  psychological,  and  they  go  far  beyond  the  obvious 
sequelae  of  donestic  unhappiness  and  frustration.

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The  Division  has  again  been  fortunate  in  having  an 
almost  complete  establishment  of  staff  throughout  the  year,  and  every  effort  has 
been  made  to  provide  the  maximum  assistance  to  patients,  medical  practitioners, 
hospitals  and  schools.  It  is  not  through  lack  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority’s  staff  that  so  little  progress  has  been  made  in  co-ordinating 
the  services  established  under  the  National  Health  Service  /ict,  1946.,  and  which 
are  now  costing  over  £400  million  each  year.  Of  this  large  sum,  only  7/.  is  allotted 
to  the  local  authority  medical  services,  the  rest  being  devoted  to  treating  disease. 
That  the  National  Health  Service  has  developed  with  an  entirely  disproportionate 
emphasis  on  the  hospital  services  is  regrettable.  Particularly  v/hen  it  has  been 
at  the  expense  of  the  general  medical  and  local  authority's  services, concerned  as 
they  are  with  the  health  of  the  family,  and  the  comunity,  and  the  prevention  rather 
than  the  treatment  of  established  disease* 

Monthly  staff  conferences  have  again  been  held  during  the 
year,  and  improved  relationships  achieved  by  inviting  speakers  engaged  in  work 
related  to  our  own  sphere. 


continued  - 


Conferences  have  also  been  held  to  discuss  the  problem  of 
children  neglected  or  ill-treated  in  their  own  homes,  and  to  which  all  persons 
having  an  interest  in  this  form  of  social  v;ork  have  been  invited.  These  meetings 
(and  the  appointment  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  to  co-ordinate  the  work), 
have  been  of  value,  although  the  problem  is  a  difficult  one. 

•  health  CENTR3S. 

The  provision  of  health  centres  was  to  have  been  one  of  the 
basic  principles  of  the  National  Health  Service.  Unfortunately,  economic  conditions 
have  aaade  this  generally  impossible.  Multiple  clinics  are  in  the  same  position. 

So  for  the  present,  continued  use  has  to  he  nr-dc  of  building!  quite  unsuiited  for  the 
purpose,  v/ith  the  staff  working  under  difficulties.  A  groat  deal  of  valuable  v/ork 
has,  ho-wever,  been  accomplished,  and  the  large  attendances  at  the  clinics  show  how 
much  these  services  are  appreciated.

The  County  Council’s  hostel  at  Prighouse  for  patients 
requiring  rest  rather  than  special  forms  of  treatment  has  again  been  a.vailable, 
and  four  patients  were  admitted  from  the  Division  during  the  year.  It  would 
probably  have  been  used  more  often  if  it  were  nearer,  and  if  residence  therein 
was  free  of  cost.  There  is  also  a  disinclination  for  patients  to  leave  home  and 
family  unless  forced  to  do  so  by  acute  illness. 

le)  DENTAL  CARE. 

In  the  absence  of  a  dental  clinic  and  adequate  staff, 
expectant  mothers  have  boon  referred  to  local  dental  practitioners  working  by 
arrangement  with  the  County  Council.  V/e  are  again  indebted  to  the  dentists 
for  providing  this  priority  treatment. 


(f)  CARE  OF  PRBMATURE  INFANTS. 


A  premature  infant  is  defined  as  one  weighing  5-f-  lbs  o  nr 
less  at  birth  irrespective  of  the  period  of  gestation.  Such  infants  require 
particular  care  which  is  available  in  hospital,  and  in  their  own  homes.  In 
the  latter  case,  special  equipment  is  kept  within  the  Division  and  conveyed  by 
ambulance  on  the  midwife's  request. 


(g)  DAY  NURSERIES. 

This  service  provides  for  the  care  of

At  Barnoldswick  progress  in  the  erection  of  the  new  day  nursery 
has  been  slow,  but  it  should  be  ready  for  use  early  in  1952. 

Each  day  nursery  is  under  medical  supervisions  the  children 
being  examined  on  admission,  and  periodically  thereafter. 

There  are  no  residential  nurseries  v/ithin  the  Division. 


^h)  CHILDRENS  HOMES. 

These  are  administered  by  the  Welfare  Department,  but  all 
children  arc  r>edioally  examined  by  the  Health  Depart«nt  staff 
on  discharge,  and  periodically  during  their  residence  therein.  There  are  tw 
such  homes  in  Skipton,  Aireview  House  and  Burnside.

This  is  a  duty  which  presents  nany  problecis,  often  difficult 
to  solve  satisfeictorily .  Arrangenents  are  nado  for  hospital  confinement, 
domiciliary  confinement,  or  admission  for  a  varying  period  to  homes  administered 
by  voluntary  organisations,  depending  on  the  cir c'Jiistances  of  each  case. 

where  admission  to  a  home  is  arranged,  the  County  Council 
provides  financial  assistance  for  V/ost  Riding  residents.  Considerable  help 
has  also  been  received  from  the  Organising  Secretary  of  the  Bradford  Diocesan 
Moral  Welfare  Council. 

The  two  greatest  difficulties  -  lack  of  accommodation  and 
money,  could  be  overcome  by  the  provision  of  a  hostel  where  mother  and  baby 
could  bo  kept  together  during  the  difficult  early  years  while  the  mother  goes 
out  to  work  each  day.  There  is  need  for  such  a  hostel. 

5.  MIDWIFflRY  SaRVICES. 

Three  v/hole~time  nidv/ives  have  been  employed,  and  nine  home 
nurses  also  undertake  midwifery.  This  has  been  found  by  experience  to  be  the 
most  practical  method  in  the  rural  areas. 

All  domiciliary  nidvdves  have  now  been  trained  to  give  gas  and 
air  analgesia,  a.nd  the  majority  are  equipped  with  the  o.pparatus . 

The  number  of  midwives  cDplc3'’ed  in  hcepxtr.Jas  on  c.hst  Docssabc:’ , 

was  twelve.

6 .  HOME  MJRSING. 

Five  whole-time  nurses,  and  nine  nurses  who  combine  home  nursing 
and  midwifery  have  been  employed  in  the  nursing  of  patients  in  their  own  homes. 

An  efficient  service  has  thus  been  provided,  with  relief  for  off-duty  and  holiday 
periods . 


The  type  of  work  varies,  being  influenced  by  tho  availability 
of  hospital  beds  and  out-patient  facilities,  but  much  of  it  is  amongst  the  elderly 
and  chronic  sick.  This  is  often  carried  out  under  trying  circumstances,  and  tribute 
should  be  paid  to  the  nurses  for  carrying  out  their  duties  in  a  kindly  and  efficient 


manner .

Health  visitors  are  provided  for  hone  visiting,  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  young  children,  persons  suffering  fron  illness  and 
expectant  or  nursing  mothers,  and  as  to  the  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  infection.  In  this  Division,  they  are  also  enployed  as  school  nurses,  and 
tuberculosis  health  visitors  so  that  each  has  an  area  (usually  with  a  clinic  as 
well)  in  wtiich  she  can  employ,  her  knovdedge  and  skill  in  a  wide  variety  of 
circumstances,  and  make  an  iriportant  contribution  towr.rds  improving  the  health  of 
the  community.  The  most  valuable  part  of  this  work  is  done  in  the  homes  where 
individual  health  teaching  is  given  and  families  helped  with  their  many  problems.

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The  demand  for  home  helps  is  alv/ays  greater  than  the  supply, 
and  although  satisfactory  in  most  respects  the  service  still  lacks  that  flexibility 
which  is  so  necessary  when  dealing  v/ith  urgent  calls  for  assistance*  The  opinion 
is  still  held  that  these  calls  could  be  more  e^-^sily  dealt  with  by  the  employment 
of  a  very  limited  number  of  salaried  v;holc-time  helps  )Jtio  could  be  directed  to 
homes  as  the  need  arose,,  and  v/ithout  delay*  They  would  also  be  able  to  provide 
more  continuous  care  for  the  aged,  particularly  if  employed  to  care  for  a  group. 
Such  an  arrangement  would  also  reduce  the  amount  of  supervision  which  is  required 
under  existing  rules,  and  place  greater  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  the  service  is 
prinarily  an  emergency  one  for  the  benefit  of  the  caany,  rather  than  for  the 
continued  assistance  of  a  few  long  term  cases* 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

The  functions  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  existing 
legislation  are  as  follO'^Ts:- 

(a)  The  appointment  of  duly  authorised  officers  to  take  initial  proceedings  for 
removal  to  hospital  of  persons  who  are  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  Lunacy  and 
Mental  Treatment  Acts. 

(b)  The  duty  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  1913-18  of  astertaining  what  persons 
in  the  area  arc  dsfectivesi  providing  suitable  supervision  for  them,  guardianship, 
or  institutional  care?  and  making  arrangements  for  the  provision  of  suitable 
training  or  occupation  for  defectives  not  in  institutions. 

(c)  The  duty  to  make  arrangements  for  the  care  and  after-care  of^persons  suffering

For  the  purposed  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  this  Division 
shares  the  services  of  a  ncnt^il  health  social  worker  vdth  Division  No  •  2 .  It  has 
been  her  responsibility  to  supervise  the  defectives  and  to  ensure  that  they  arc 
adequately  controlled  and  ca.rcd  forj  to  provide  reports  for  mental  deficiency 
institutions  on  pa.ticnts  admitted,  on  licencei  or  discharged |  and  to  provide  on 
occasions  similar  information  for  mental  hospitals. 

In  addition,  she  hf-ts  given  valuable  assistance  to  the 
Educat ioEta.!  Psychologist  in  the  conduct  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  organised 
under  the  School  Hca,lth  Service. 

These  duties  have  left  no  time  for  the  training  and  teaching 
of  defectives  in  their  ov/n  hones,  and  as  there  is  no  Gccupation  Centre  in  the 
Division  to  receive  defectives  each  day,  a  Hone  Teacher  is  required  to  give 
individual  and  group  training.  Unfortunately,  this  appointment  is  vacant  at 
present.  The  shortage  of  institutional  accomnodat ion  for  mental  defectives  still 
persists  throughout  the  country,  but  as  the  majority  of  our  worst  cases  have  now 
been  admitted  the  problem  is  less  acute,  for  the  tine  being  at  any  rate.

0.  VrtCCirUTIOM  AND  IMMUNISATION. 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  Local  Health  Authority 
has  a  statutory  duty  to  mke  arrangcixnts  for  persons  in  its  area  to  be  vaccinated 
against  snallpcx  and  innunisod  against  diphtheria. 

Vaccination  and  innunisation  are  >  therefore,  offered  to  the 
pp.rents  of  all  babies,  and  if  desired  are  carried  out  by  the  fanily  doctor  or 
at  any  child  welfare  centre.  Ira.ainisation  is  again  offered  when  the  child 
reaches  school  ago. 

Both  procedures  are  voluntary  and  without  charge*  These  factors, 
along  vath  the  greatly  reduced  incidence  of  both  diphtheria  and  snallpox  give 
leany  parents  on  entirely  false  sense  of  security.  For  snallpox  nay  be  imported 
into  this  country  at  any  tine,  and  the  rcnarkablc  fall  in  incidence  and  deaths 
from  diphtheria  during  the  pf’-st  ten  years  hJis  only  been  achieved  by  innunisation. 

Although  the  numbers  vaccinated  and  inr;.unised  in  the  Division  in 
1951  show  an  increase  on  the  previous  year,  the  position  is  still  far  from 
sp.tisfactory .

11 .  FRaVaNTIOM  OF  ILLNESS  -  CiiRJj]  i^FTER  C^Ra, 

ixs  v/as  stated  last  year,  this  is  a  niatter  which  has  for  long 
been  the  concern  of  all  health  authorities,  and  it  is  still  in  the  process  of 
expansion  under  the  terns  of  the  National  Health  Service  ^ict. 

The  dissenination  of  infornation  on  the  prevention  of  illness  is 
regarded  as  the  responsibility  of  all  nenbers  of  the  staff,  for  although  posters, 
leaflets,  etc.,  arc  provided,  the  personal  approach  is  undoubtedly  the  best 
ncthod  of  promoting  health  education.  Other  methods  will  be  employed  when  time 
and  staff  permit,  but  it  would  bo  appropriate  to  mention  here  our  gratitude  to 
the  Chest  Physician  (Dr.  W.D.  Hajidlton)  for  his  very  close  co-operation  in  all 
aspects  of  the  work  concerned  with  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

A  variety  of  services  has  been  provided  under  *’tho  care  and 
after-care  scheme”  including  sick  room  requisites  for  home  nurses |  the  follow-up 
of  cases  discharged  from  the  larger  hospitals s  the  provision  of  crutches, 
special  beds,  invalid  chairs,  convalescent  home  treatment,  and  extra  milk  for 
certain  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

This  is  an  appropriate  place  to  refer  to  the  welfare  of  the  aged. 

It  is  a  subject  of  increasing  importancej  for  according  to  the  Registrar 
General’s  estimates,  there  will,  in  the  next  .forty  years,  be  a  decrease  in  the 
child  population  along  v/ith  a  considerable  increase  in  the  aged. 

Much  is  being  done  for  some  of  them  by  the  provision  of  home 
visiting,  social  clubs,  chiropody,  a,nd’moals  on  v/heels ' ,  etc.  Home  nurses  and 
home  helps  arc  also  available.  But  there  arc  others  v/ho  are  without  the  help 
of  relatives  and  living  in  most  difficult  circumsto.nces ,  unwilling  to  enter  a 
hostel  or  homo,  and  unable  to  obtain  accommodation  in  hospital  vi^hen  they  become 
so  ill  that  removal  is  necessary.  By  contrast,  maternity  beds  are  noviT  available 
in  this  area  for  all  mothers  desirous  of  having  a  confinement  in  hospital 
regardless  of  social  conditions,  and  despite  the  fact  that  na.ny  of  them  could 
v/cll  have  their  bp.bies  at  home.  The  dividing  line  between  sickness  and  comparative 
health  is  np.rrov/,  and  the  individual  me.y  cross  and  rccross  it  many  times  in  his 
or  her  old  age.  Better  facilities  should,  therefore,  be  available  in  the  form 
of  temporary  accomodation  at  hostels,  "half-v/ay  houses”,  and  hospitals  to  meet 
this  situation,  but  boaring  in  mind  the  fact  that  old  people  are  usually  much 
happier  in  their  own  hones,  and  that  it  is  much  less  expensive  to  maintain  then 
there • 

12.  NATIONi^L  ABglSTiiNGE  ACTS,  1948  AMD  1951. 

These  Acts  provide  for  the  removal  to  hospital  or  other  suitable 
place  of  persons  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm, 
or  physically  handicapped  are  living  in  inse.nitary  conditions,  being  unable  to 
devote  to  themselves  and  not  receiving  from  other  persons  proper  care  and 
attention . 


During  the  yeo-r  it  became  nGcessa.ry  to  take  action  under  these 
Acts  on  throe  occasions,  but  only  after  very  caroful  consideration,  and  the 
failure  of  all  other  methods  of  approach.

PROBLJO^MILIId  . 


Definition  of  this  tern  is  not  easy,  but  "social  defectiveness  of 
such  a  degree  that  they  require  care,  supervision  and  control  for  their  own  well 
being  and  that  of  others"  gives  a  broad  idea.  A  register  of  such  families  is 
maintained  in  the  Division  and  although  there  are  not  very  many  names  on  it, 
there  seems  little  prospect  of  the  numbers  decreasing  until  additional  staff  and 
assistance  can  be  provided  to  help  them. 

L4.  AliffiULANCj;  SERVICE. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  ambulance  arrangements  during  the 
year,  and  the  Bp.rnoldswick  and  Earby  Urban  District  Councils,  and  the  St.  John's 
Ambulance  Brigade  at  Grassington  are  still  operating  their  vehicles  on  an  agency 
•basis, for  the  County  Council.  Silsden  Urban  District  and  adjacent  parishes  are 
served  by  the  Keighley  Depot.  Addingham  and  Beamsley  are  served  by  the  Guiseley 
Depot.  The  remaining  parishes  in  the  Skipton  Rural  District,  and  the  Urban 
District  of  Skipton  are  served  either  by  the  Grassington  ambulance  or  from  the 
main  depot  at  Burnside  House,  Skipton.

5.  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


The  arrangement  viiereby  each  child  is  medically  examined  at  least 
three  times  during  school  life  has  been  continued  along  with  special  examinations, 
and  re- examinations  as  necessary.  Nothing  in  the  National  Health  Service  takes 
its  place,  and  although  each  child  is  nov/  on  the  list  of  a  private  doctor,  he 
is  mainly  engaged  in  treating  illness  a.nd  giving  o.dvice  only  when  the  child 
comes  under  his  notice.  Long  intervals  may  elapse  during  which  a  child  may  be 
suffering  from  an  ailment  v/hich  ho  onid  his  parents  have  failed  to  appreciate, 
or  become  so  p.ccustomed  to  that  they  no  longer  notice  it,  or  at  any  rate,  have 
taken  no  steps  to  have  it  remedied.  The  service  is  also  designed  to  enable 
children  with  defects  to  be  kept  under  observation,  and  given  treatment  as 
required  or  prescribed. 

The  detection  of  defects  is,  hev/ever,  not  the  sole  object  of  these 
examinations,  for  they  provide  the  opportunity  for  a  consultation  between  the 
parent,  the  teacher  and  the  doctor  to  assess  the  child's  physical  and  mental 
condition,  and  discuss  his  progress j  and  for  the  giving  of  advice  on  health, 
hygiene  and  other  points  which  nay  arise  in  the  course  of  the  examination.  Tha.t 
the  service  is  greatly  appreciated  is  obvious  from  the  high  percentage  of  parents 
who  take  the  trouble  to  attend  these  examinations. 

For  the  complete  success  of  this  service  a  friendly  relationship 
v/ith  both  hospitals  and  general  practitioners  is  essential,  and  every  effort  is 
made  to  achieve  this.
